W hile the Contents of the Berlin Docu­ 


ment Are Not Made Public It Is U n ­ 


derstood That They Are Not Satis­ 


factory to the Am erican Government. 


Washington, Ju ly 7.— Germ any has 
submitted inform ally 
to 
the li lt e d 
States through Ambassador Gerard, in 
Berlin, a tentative draft of Its reply 
to the note of Ju n e ll. which asked 
for assurances that Am erican rights 
on the high seas would not be further 
violated by Germ an submarine com­ 
manders. 
After careful 
examination 
of 
the 
contents of the proposed note as out­ 
lined by 
Ambassador Gerard, which 
coincides with Berlin press dispatches 
of the past few days, high officials 
are practically agreed that the U n it­ 
ed States cannot, without sacrificing 
important neutral rights, express its 
approval of the Germ an proposal in 
its present form. 
The draft was showu to Ambassador 
Gerard with the Idea of eliciting from 
him an expression of opinion and he 
promptly asked for instructions from 
W ashington as to whether the United 
States could make concessions. 
President W ilson has benn advised 
of the situation in several long mes­ 
sages sent to his summer home at 
Cornish, N. H , and the impression ob­ 
tained from reliable quarters is that 
the 
Am erican 
government 
probably 
w ill instruct its ambassador within a 
day or two to decline to express any 
view until after the formal reply is 
delivered.

Tarlos Avery, executive agent of 
the state game and flail conunisson, 
baa returned to St. Paul from a brief 
trip of investigaton of game con­ 
ditoria on the Superior game refuge 
located in the northern part of 
St. 
Louis. Lake and Cook counties and in 
the country adjacent. Ile was accom­ 
panied 
by 
August Taber, 
veteran 
game warden of Two Harbors, and 
tile territory vialed was In tile south­ 
eastern port on of the refuge in I,ake 
and 
Cook 
counties, 
including 
tile 
famous moose country tributary to 
Schroeder, Lot sen, and (J rand Ma rats 
The Superior game refuge was es 
tahltshed in 19o9 through the efforts 
of Mr. Avery, prim arily as a breeding 
place for moose, perpetuating Hits 
splendid game animal in Minnesota. 
The results apparent after six years 
appear to justify the act of the legis­ 
lature makng such reserves possible 
in this state, 
'('lie idea lias been to 
establish a dead line beyond which 
hunters may not go in quest of game. 
Avery is greatly pleased with what 
lie found ami with the general ap- 
proval manifested in the north conn 
try. 
In the country traversed by Mr 
Avery during 
the last 
week It

necessary to go on foot, carrying on 
one’s flack camp equipment and food

frequent lakes and streams. An Idea 
of the prim itive nature of the conn 
try is conveyed by the fact that In 
five days’ journey north and east of 
lite end of the Alger railw ay, travel­ 
ing nearly all the time not a single 
occupied habitation was seen except 
ranger stations of the United States 
Direst service. 
Not a human being 
w as * ncountered save forest rangeis 
ami one crew of railroad locating en 
glneers. 
The region is heavily forested with 
mixed Umber 
birch, popular, bal­ 
sam, spruce, tamarack, and occasion 
pine.

bering ever was done there except 
near the shore of Lake Superior. 
Conditions arc ideal for game and 
wild animals thrived and multiplied 
under the excellent

Germany Wants Only 
Honorable Peace

“Germany will strive in th*.* coming 
note and in any subsequent exchang­ 
es to interpret fully the desire of the 
German people, which is one of en­ 
tire good will and which is always 
really to adopt any honorable means 
to prevent misunderstanding and dis­ 
cord.” 
Baron Mumm von Sehwarizensteln 
now attached to the German forego 
office and one of the leading diplo­ 
mats of Germany, made this state­ 
ment In an exclusve interview grant­ 
ed the United Press today. 
His ex- 
presiion is particularly significant 
because of his 
int Buat** 
relations 
with the kaiser. 
The baron at one 
time was the German ambassador to 
Tokio; during the Baline administra­ 
tion he was a special 
attache 
to 
Washington and he possesses a full 
understanding of the relations be­ 
tween til** German officialdom’s ap­ 
parent determination to clear away 
til*' leeling in America that Germany 
lias been indifferent to American pub­ 
lication. 
Tit*' baron emphasized the 
point that both countries had been 
led into 
misunderstanding because 
news reached each through** English 
channels. 
“I am glad to se* 
the effort on 
both shb's to clear up many of til*1 
primary causes of the misunderstand­ 
ing between the two great countries 
bearing fruit, 
continued tile baron. 
“I have learned ti was beloved in 
many American quarters that Ger­ 
many was not only indifferent to til** 
possibilities of a conflict with Am­ 
erica, but that sh*1 was deliberately 
seeking to iii vol w America. 
We re­ 
gret that there ar* any Americans 
who believe it. 
Germany could not 
reconcile sn* Ii an intention ^o the 
Ideals of her people. 
You cannot in­ 
dict a w hob people. 
Our two countries should never 
have lodged charges of bad 
faith 
against each other. 
Germany does 
not want her sincerity any longer to 
be questioned in the new continent. 
Qui** naturally she resented the in­ 
dictment for responsibility for this 
war 
without 
judge, jury or vvit- 
n< eses tint the wholesale evidence 
supplied by tier enemies as soon as 
th** war broke out. 
Our people feel 
they have the right to expect at least 
a suspension of judgment until the 
proper means of communication are 
again established. 
The cutting of the cable was a 
wanton aet which alt neutrals disap­ 
proved. 
I hope America will soon 
hnd the way clear 
to 
re-establish 
this communication, the suspension 
ot \* bleb has been of aa much injury 
to lier as to us. 
“Germany is lighting 
half

world, with her hack against the 
wall and almost completely Isolated 
from the rest of the world.

cause we* kept our soil clear of the 
foe, we have been charged with Na­ 
poleonic

“England tried to cut offjpur com­ 
munication w ith neutrals by v ire and 
through neutral vessels, she attem pt­ 
ed to indict and starve us immediate­ 
ly before the outside world could UU 
dersiand or judge, I believe that ev­ 
entually the neutral powers will help 
right ibis wrong. 
Meanwhile Am­ 


erica and Germany must strive to 
understand each other as well as pos­ 
sible with the poor communication 
at hand.”

potato beetle first made its appear­ 
ance. when some farmer accidently 
found out that 
Paris Green 
would 
k ill Die young hugs without killing 
Die plant this discovery would have 
been kept as quiet and suppressed as 
much as possible until the experi­ 
ment stations had tested it for ten 
years.

would have made potato raising un­ 
profitable.
